Congress in the last session re- 
fused to make any specific appropria- 
tion for the Shipping Board either 
for the current fiscal year or for 
the next fiscal year. The sundry 
civil appropriation bill carried a pro- 
vision authorizing the board to make 
expenditures out of receipts from the 
operation of ships and from the 
sales of veasels and surplus and the 
settlement of claims. Officials of the 
board insisted that the funds would 
not be sufficient, but Congress ro- 
fused to authorize additional ex- 
penditures.

Huxley had more medieval sympa- 
thies than Herbert Spencer for the 
same reason: that Huxley was a 
fighter. They both fought in many 
ways for the limitations their own 
rationalistic epoch, but they were 
nearer the truth than the men who 
simply assumed those limitations as 
rational. 

The war of the controversionalists 
was a wider thing than the peace of 
the arbiters. And in the same 
the Englishman never cuts a les 
convincing figure before other na- 
tions than when he tries to arbi- 
trate between then. 

I have by this time heard a great 
deal about the necessity of saving 
Anglo-American friendship, a neces- 
sity which I myself feel rather too 
strongly to be satisfied with the 
ambassadorial and editorial style of 
achieving it.
